Nation - Wide 
Snow Storms 
Take Big Toll 


Six persons are reported to have 
died in a fire at Greenwood Lake, 
New York, last night, when a cot- 
tage burned to the ground in a 
region surrounded by huge snow 
drifts which prevented rescuers 
from saving the house and its oc- 


cupants. 


The tragedy raised the death toll 
due to the snowstorm and bitter 
cold of last week to 39 in New 
York State and approximately 200 
throughout the nation. 


In New York suburbs many 
streets are so blocked with snow 
that fire apparatus and ambulances 
will not be able to pass in case of 
fire or other emergencies. The 
suburbs are still digging themselves 
out of the storm. 

In the lower Mississippi valley 
serious floods have already taken 
the lives of 27 people and made 
25,000 homeless. Floods have been 
reported in the Pacific Northwest 
which have taken 25 lives. 


The intense cold has caused 
severe suffering for hundreds of 
thousands of homeless, with little 
effort being made by the author- 
ities to help them. The unemployed 
with insufficient clothing, and often 
without shoes, have been the worst 
sufferers. Although forecasters 
predict more cold and storms, the 
relief authorities are making no 
wide-scale preparations to prevent 
a revetition of last weeks hard- 
ships.
